tſt. HE Line of the propoſed Extenſion does not paſs -h rougb or near any Mines 

of Limeſtone or Coal, which have not at preſent the Benefit of Water- 
carriage; no other Part of the Country will be ſupplied with Limeſtone or Coals, 
than what is now ſupplied by the preſent Canals, and the Public will not be bet- 
ter ſupplied with thoſe important Articles than they now be. On the contrary, 
if the Staffordſhire and Worceſterſhire Canal Company may have Leave to reduce 
their Tonnage, as they are deſirous to do, Coals will be delivered at Stourport 


conſiderably cheaper than is propoſed by the preſent Bill, and Limeſtone will be 
delivered at Sewponey upon equal Terms. 


2d. If another Canal over cultivated Lands was propoſed to be made, in Op- 
poſition to this Extenſion, in a comparative View, it might be a Reaſon in favour 


of this Extenſion, that it would be carried under Ground; but under the pre- 
ſeat Circumſtances, the Reaſon does not apply. 


3d. The preſent Canals communicate with all the Mines of Coal in that Part 
of the Country, to the Extent of many Thouſand Acres; and their Produce may 


be eonveyed thereon to all the Markets to which they can be conveyed by the 
preſent Extenſion, and at à lower Rate. 


4th. On account of the Difficulty and Delay of paſting through the intended 
Tunnel, there will not be any Saving of Time by the preſent Extenſion, upon any 
Goods or Merchandize ſent to and from Birmingham and Briſtol, or any other 
intermediate Places on the Severn; nor, of Courſe, any Saving of Freight. 
And if the Staffordſhire and Worceſterſhire Canal Companies are empowered to 
lower their Tonnage, Goods and Merchandize in general will be conveyed be- 


tween the above-mentioned Places upon cheaper Terms than is propoſed by the 
preſent Bill. 


The Calculations, in their Caſe, attempt to ſhew, that unleſs the Bilſtone 
Mines are relieved by a Reduction of the Tonnage, they muſt be ſhut out of the 
Severn Market, to the great Injury of the Public by the Loſs of that Coal, and 
the conſequent Monopoly by the Stourbridge and Dudley Mines; but if the 
Tonnage 1s reduced, every public Benefit will be anſwered,

1ſt. HE annexed Triangle will ſhew the Situa- Aut ber ley. 
| tion of Places; and that by the Extenſion 
of the Dudley Canal, 15 Miles in 24 will be faved, 
beſides the ſame Diſtance in the Boat's Return, which, 
together, will be 30 Miles in each Journey; that is 
to ſay, the Trade will paſs only One (and that the 
ſhorteſt) Side of a Triangle, inſtead of Two. 
LimesTone, through the Extenſion to Stewponey, 
will coſt 1s. 2d. in 25. 74d. leſs per Ton, than by the 
_ preſent Water Carriage through Autherley, and 15. 1d. 
leſs than by Land to the firſt named Place : And many Tinton: 
Mines on and near this Line have not now the Benefit 9 
of Water Carriage at all, notwithſtanding the untrue Sletponq. 
Aertions to the contrary. | 

Ison Srox E from Dudley to Tipton will coſt 25. 6d. per Ton by Land Carriage 
(and at that Price only in Summer); from Dudley by Autherley to Tipton, 6 5. 34d. 
The ſame may paſs through the Extenſion of the Dudley Canal for 9d. only, and 
w_ conſequently ſave 15, 9d. per Ton in the firſt Inſtance, and 535. 64d. in the 
econd. 4 

STouR BRIDGE CLay, Wirk Bricks, and MtiTinG PoTs for Furnace and 
Founders Work, Rod and BAR Iron, Sc. &c. Articles of ſuch Moment to 
the Manufacturers of Birmingham muſt paſs by the preſent Canals from 8/our- 
bridge to Birmingham, by Way of Autherley, near 40 Miles ; but by means of 
this Extenſion will have to paſs to Birmingham, not quite 16, Theſe Facts 
prove the Neceſſity and Utility of the intended Extenſion, and at the ſame Time 
expoſe the Duplicity and Falſchood of the Objections that have been made 
againſt ir, 8 
Sad. Their Second Reaſon is ſo unintelligible and inapplicable to the preſent 
Queſtion, that it requires no Anſwer. 

3d. That Coals can be conveyed at a lower Rate by the preſent Canals than by 
the Extenſion is confuted by the Anſwer under the firſt Head ; for it it were, as 
the Enemies of the Bill affert, there would be no Necefity for the Proprietors of 
the Staffordſbire and Worceſterſhire Canal to reduce the Tonnage thereon, to make 
the Terms or Price with the Extenſion equal : Bur as the Public have no Security 
that the Staffordſhire Canal Company will reduce their Tonnage at all, or continue it 
Jo reduced, ſhould. not the Dudley Bill paſs into a Law, the Advantage and Neceſſity 
of this Bill more fully appears. 

4th. The Tunnel will be paſſed expeditiouſly, by ſuch means as will remove 
the Difficulty and Delay hinted at, ſhould any ariſe. | 

The Saving, in point of Diſtance, Price, and Time, have been fully ſpoke to 
before, | 
The Calculations which are annexed to their Reaſons, are a Compariſon (and 
a falle one too), between the Bilſton, Dudley, and Stourbridge Coal Mines, which 
have nothing to do with the preſent Queſtion, or is any Part of the Object of the 

preſent Bill. | 

The Object of the preſent Bill, and its Advantages to the Public, have been 
before ſtated : But its Enemies ſeem willing to contound different Things which 
are no ways analogous, evidently with a Deſign to miſlead the Judgment, and 
deſtroy the good Ends propoſed by the intended Extenſion,
